They are 
5' to 6' wide sections on each side of the street reserved for bicycle 
use and are usually established on streets with lots of traffic. 


Proposed bike lanes —————

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Recommended bike routes 

Cars and bicycles share the street. Often established on quieter 
residential streets with traffic lights or stop signs provided at all 
major street crossings. Note: Some bike routes are identified on 
busy or commercial streets because they provide a unique route 
or commercial access and/or the streets are not wide enough to 
stripe bike lanes.
